AUSTIN, Texas (AP) —Texas 
Gov. Rick Perry is running 
for president, a spokesman 
confirmed Thursday, a 
move certain to shake up 
the race for the GOP nomi¬ 
nation much to the delight 
of conservatives looking for 
a candidate to embrace. 
Perry spokesman Mark Min¬ 
er said the governor would 
make his intentions known 
on Saturday while visiting 
South Carolina and New 


Hampshire just as most of 
his presidential rivals com¬ 
pete in a test vote in Iowa. 
Official word of Perry’s 
entrance into the race 
came just hours before 
eight candidates, includ¬ 
ing GOP front-runner Mitt 
Romney, were to appear 
on stage during a nation¬ 
ally televised debate. It 
wasn’t much of a surprise. 
The longest-serving gover¬ 
nor in Texas history has flirt¬ 
ed with a presidential run 
since spring and has spent 


the past few months court¬ 
ing Republicans in early 
votingstates and laying 
the groundwork for a cam¬ 
paign. He met privately 
with potential donors from 
California to New York and 
gave rousing speeches to 
party faithful, casting him¬ 
self as a fiscally responsible 
social conservative. 

His intentions became 
even clearer over the past 
few days when officials dis¬ 
closed that he would visit 
an important trio of states. 


a campaign-like sched¬ 
ule timed to overshadow 
the debate and the Iowa 
straw poll and, perhaps, 
wreak havoc on a field 
led by Romney. Perry’s 
nascent presidential cam¬ 
paign is not expected to 
rest after this weekend’s 
launch. Rep. Frank Guin- 
ta, R-N.H., confirmed that 
he’s scheduled to meet 
privately with Perry next 
Wednesday.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — An un¬ 
manned hypersonic glider 
developed for U.S. defense 
research into super-fast 
global strike capability was 
launched atop a rocket 
early Thursday but contact 
was lost after the experi¬ 
mental craft began flying 
on its own, the Defense Ad¬ 
vanced Research Projects 
Agency said. 

The problem occurred dur¬ 
ing the critical point of tran¬ 
sition to aerodynamic flight, 
DARPA said in a statement 
that described the mission 
as an attempt to fly the 
fastest aircraft ever built. 
“More than nine minutes 
of data was collected be¬ 
fore an anomaly caused 
loss of signal," it said. “Initial 
indications are that the air¬ 
craft impacted the Pacific 
Ocean along the planned 
flight path.” The 7:45 a.m. 
launch from Vandenberg 
Air Force Base, 130 miles 
(200 kilometers) northwest 
of Los Angeles, was the sec¬ 
ond of two planned flights 
of a Falcon Hypersonic 
Technology Vehicle-2. 
Contact was also lost dur¬ 
ing the first mission. 

Shaped like the tip of a 


spear, the small craft is part 
of a U.S. military initiative to 
develop technology to re¬ 
spond to threats at 20 times 
the speed of sound or 
greater, reaching any part 
of the globe in an hour. 

The HTV-2 is designed to 
be launched to the edge 
of space, separate from 
its booster and maneuver 
through the atmosphere 
at 13,000 mph (21,000 kph) 
before intentionally crash¬ 
ing into the ocean. 

Defense analyst John 
Pike of Globalsecurity.org 
wasn’t surprised with the 
latest failure because the 
hypersonic test flight pro¬ 
gram is still in its infancy. 

“At this early stage of the 
game, if they did not expe¬ 
rience failures, it’s because 
they're not trying very 
hard,” he said. 

Pike said it’s possible for 
engineers to still glean use¬ 
ful information about what 
worked and what didn’t, 
despite the flight ending 
prematurely. The key is to 
analyze what happened 
in the final five seconds be¬ 
fore contact was lost. 
DARPA used Twitter to an¬ 
nounce the launch and 
status of the flight. 

The agency said the 


launch of the Minotaur 4 
rocket was successful and 
separation was confirmed 
via a camera. Communi¬ 
cation was then lost. 
DARPA’s statement quoted 
Air Force Maj. Chris Schulz, 
the HTV-2 program man¬ 
ager, on the challenge of 
flight in “virtually uncharted 
territory.” “We know how 
to boost the aircraft to 
near space,” he said. “We 
know how to insert the air¬ 
craft into atmospheric hy¬ 
personic flight. We do not 
yet know how to achieve 
the desired control during 
the aerodynamic phase of 
flight. It’s vexing; I’m confi¬ 
dent there is a solution. We 
have to find it.” A team of 
experts will examine infor¬ 
mation gathered by more 
than 20 air, land, sea and 


space data collection sys¬ 
tems, DARPA said. The HTV- 
2 is intended to put theory, 
simulations and wind tunnel 
experience to the test in real 
flight conditions at speeds 
producing temperatures in 
the thousands of degrees 
and requiring extremely fast 
control systems, according 
to DARPA. The first HTV-2 
was launched on April 22, 
2010. It returned nine min¬ 
utes of data, including 139 
seconds of aerodynamic 
data at speeds between 17 
and 22 times the speed of 
sound, DARPA said. 

That craft detected an 
anomaly, aborted its flight 
and plunged into the 
ocean, the agency said. 
The military and NASA have 
also been working on pow¬ 
ered aircraft capable of 


flying at speeds greater 
than five times the speed of 
sound, or Mach 5. 

In 2004, NASA’s unmanned 
X-43A reached Mach 9.6 
on a flight off California. 
Powered for 10 seconds by 
a supersonic combustion 
ramjet, or scramjet, that set 
a speed record for jet-pow¬ 
ered flight. The X-43A also 
set the previous record of 
Mach 6.8 earlier that year. 
The unmanned X-51A 
Waverider, a demonstra¬ 
tor, developed by the Air 
Force, DARPA, Pratt & Whit¬ 
ney Rocketdyne and Boe¬ 
ing, has been tested twice. 
Powered by a scramjet, the 
first X-51A reached about 
Mach 5 for 140 seconds af¬ 
ter being dropped from the 
wing of a B-52 in May 2010,

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EPA bans sale of herbicide 
linked to tree deaths

The federal Environmental Protection Agency on Thursday 
banned the sale of Imprelis, a weed killer introduced this 
year that landscapers link to thousands of tree deaths 
around the country. 

DuPont, which held discussions with the EPA on the 
herbicide, suspended sales of the product last week and 
announced plans for a return-and-refund program. The 
company already faces lawsuits from property owners 
who lost numerous conifers after landscapers began 
applying Imprelis to lawns and golf courses this spring. 

A spokesman for the EPA, Larry Jackson, said the agency 
acted because data provided by DuPont showed that 
at least three types of evergreens - balsam fir, Norway 
spruce and white pine - are susceptible to damage or 
death from Imprelis. 

In a statement, the agency said it was investigating 
whether the widespread tree deaths resulted from misuse 
of the weed killer, inadequate warnings or directions 
on the product's label, its persistence in soil and plant 
material or other factors. 

Kate Childress, a spokeswoman for DuPont, said that the 
test data mentioned by the EPA spokesman indicated 
vulnerability only when the three tree species were 
exposed to “extreme conditions,” however. “We did 
them to understand the tolerance and sensitivity of these 
species under extreme conditions,” she said. Those tests 
were conducted before the product was approved by 
the EPA last fall, she added. 

Whether the product will return to the market after the 
agency’s review is unclear. 

Only turf and landscaping professionals are allowed 
to purchase or apply Imprelis. While it has been highly 
effective at killing clover and broad-leafed weeds like 
dandelions, they say, nearby evergreens in many cases 
began dying within weeks of the first applications. Some 
agricultural experts have suggested that the tree toll 
could reach into the hundreds of thousands. 

Landscapers had initially welcomed the herbicide, which 
was marketed as an environmentally friendly product that

has changed. The ingredi¬ 
ents remain the same: wild 
freshwater crawfish, may¬ 
onnaise, celery, salt and 
sugar. 

For at least 15 years, la¬ 
bor’s, the Upper West Side 
grocery with the big crowds 
and even bigger prices, 
sold that as lobster salad - 
thousands and thousands 
of pounds of it, by itself in 
a plastic tub or on a bagel 
or a roll. Apparently no one 
noticed. 

Then Doug MacCash, a 
reporter from The Times- 
Picayune of New Orleans, 
stopped at Zabar’s while 
vacationing in Manhattan 
last month. 

“Lobster salad on a bagel: 
Why not?" he wrote on 
Aug. 1 on the newspaper’s 
website. “It was delicious, 
but the pink/orange tails 
seemed somehow famil¬ 
iar.” 

He checked the label. 

“Wild fresh water cray¬ 
fish?” he wrote. “Really? 
At $16.95 per pound?” He 


photographed the label, 
just to be sure. 

MacCash had discovered 
a fact of New York culinary 
life that New Yorkers had 
not: There was no lobster in 
the lobster salad at Zabar’s. 
It took a while for the news 
to reach New York, but 
lobster lovers elsewhere 
were tucking in their bibs 


and sounding like curmud¬ 
geons. On Tuesday, eight 
days after MacCash's item 
appeared, The Bangor Dai¬ 
ly News in Maine - where 
in 2010 fishermen caught a 
record 93.4 million pounds 
of lobsters worth more than 
$308 million - published an 
editorial headlined “No 
Fake Lobsters Allowed.” 


By Wednesday, bloggers so 
close to Zabar's that they 
could smell the Jamaican 
Blue Mountain Style coffee 
were on the case. “Zabar's 
Committing Lobster Salad 
Fraud?" West Side Rag, 
which focuses on the Up¬ 
per West Side, asked. 

But if others were troubled 
by what seemed like a 


case of misrepresentation, 
Saul Zabar, the 83-year-old 
president and co-owner of 
Zabar's, was not. 

Selling lobsterless lobster 
salad, he insisted, was not 
dishonest. 

“If you go to Wikipedia,” 
he said, “you will find that 
crawfish in many parts of 
the country is referred to as 
lobster.” 

He read aloud the begin¬ 
ning of the Wikipedia en¬ 
try for crawfish: “Crayfish, 
crawfish, or crawdads - 
members of the superfami¬ 
lies Astacoidea and Para- 
stacoidea - are freshwater 
crustaceans resembling 
small lobsters, to which 
they are related.” 

By that definition, he said, 
he could call a product in 
which the main ingredient 
- actually, the only seafood 
ingredient - was crawfish, 
“lobster salad.” 

“But it seems that the gen¬ 
eral consensus is when you 
refer to lobster, you think of 
the Maine lobster, which is 
homerus Americanus,” he 
said. □

Israel prepares for Palestin¬ 
ian statehood rallies 
JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli 
police and army are im¬ 
porting horses, water can¬ 
nons, tear gas launchers 
and a nauseating noise 
machine to avoid casual¬ 
ties among Palestinians if 
they go ahead with plans 
to protest in the West Bank 
during a bid for U.N. en¬ 
dorsement of Palestinian 
statehood next month, of¬ 
ficials said Thursday. 

The feverish prepara¬ 
tions reflect painful lessons 
from Israel’s botched and 
bloody confrontation with 
thousands of Palestinians 
storming across the Syr¬ 
ian border in May, when 
ill-equipped Israeli solders 
shot more than a dozen 
protesters dead. 

Israel absorbed stiff inter¬ 
national criticism for the 
bloodshed, and officials ad¬ 
mitted later that the military 
was caught unprepared 
and did not have proper 
crowd control means. 
Palestinians are planning 
mass demonstrations across 
the West Bank and abroad 
to coincide with the Sep¬ 
tember U.N. General As¬ 
sembly session, which the 
Palestinians hope will give 
official endorsement for 
their state. The statehood 
initiative reflects frustration 
with long stalled Israeli-Pal- 
estinian peace negotia¬ 
tions. 


Palestinian authorities have 
their own plans to keep 
the protests peaceful and 
avoid confrontations with 
Israelis, but local history 
has shown that events can 
quickly spiral out of control. 
Israel fears that a single inci¬ 
dent — a Palestinian killing 
an Israeli with a firebomb or 
gunshot, or an Israeli soldier 
killing a Palestinian during a 
riot — could trigger a flood 
of violence. 

Israel is doing all it can to 
prevent fatalities from its 
side, according to Israeli of¬ 
ficials who spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
of the sensitivity of the issue. 
According to an internal 
police newsletter obtained 
by The Associated Press, 
police have doubled the 
size of their riot control forc¬ 
es to more than 2,000. 

“The police hope to avoid 
casualties in the event of 
(U.N. endorsement of) Pal¬ 
estinian independence,” 
wrote the author of the 
newsletter, Nissim Mor, 
commander of the police 
operations branch. 

Police spokesman Micky 
Rosenfeld said prepara¬ 
tions have been underway 
for several weeks, stressing 
non-lethal methods the po¬ 
lice are used to employing. 
“The Israeli police are pre¬ 
pared to deal with ... wide¬ 
spread demonstrations and 
marches throughout the 
country,” he said. 

A section of southern Is¬ 
rael has been turned into 


a “September training 
camp,” the officials said. 
The venue offers facilities 
and training for soldiers in 
handling violent scenarios 
without causing fatalities 
that would unleash a bar¬ 
rage of criticism against 


Israel and supply the Pales¬ 
tinians with another rallying 
cry. The officials also told 
the AP that Israeli security is 
working with top Palestinian 
commanders to coordinate 
activities aimed at avoiding 
casualties. Palestinian of¬ 


ficials would not comment 
on that. 

The police newsletter called 
the preparations “Seeds of 
Summer,” spelling out the 
equipment police are plan¬ 
ning to use if confronted 
with rioting PalestiniansO

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) — 

Afghan children retrieved 
souvenir-sized pieces of a 
helicopter shot down by 
the Taliban in eastern Af¬ 
ghanistan where witnesses 
on Thursday described see¬ 
ing the chopper burst into 
flames and break apart be¬ 
fore falling from the sky, kill¬ 
ing 30 U.S. troops and eight 
Afghans. 

Coalition forces finished 
recovering the victims’ re¬ 
mains and big sections of 
the wreckage. Yet small, 
twisted pieces of the Chi¬ 
nook CH-47 remain scat¬ 
tered on both sides of a 
slow-flowing river in Wardak 


province where it crashed 
before dawn Saturday. 
Farhad, a local resident, 
told Associated Press Tele¬ 
vision News that the heli¬ 
copter was shot down by a 
rocket-propelled grenade 
fired from a nearby knoll as 
it was preparing to land. 

“As soon as it was hit, it start¬ 
ed burning,” he said, stand¬ 
ing in a field still littered with 
small pieces of the chop¬ 
per, including a part of a 
scorched rifle stamped 
“Made in Germany” and 
a piece of charred paper 
with typewritten first aid in¬ 
structions. 

“After it started burning, it 
crashed. It came down in 
three pieces,” he added. 


“We could see it burning 
from our homes.” 

Many of the victims’ bodies 
were badly mangled and 
burned, said Farhad, who 
like many Afghans uses 
only one name. 

The crash about 60 miles 
(97 kilometers) southwest 
of Kabul was the deadliest 
single loss for U.S. forces in 
the nearly 10-year Afghan 
war. 

The crash comes amid 
fears that the country is far 
from stable even though 
U.S. and NATO forces have 
begun to leave Afghani¬ 
stan. U.S. military officials 
have tried to counter those 
fears, saying that while the 
downing of the Chinook 
was a tragic setback, one 
crash will not determine 
the course of the war. 

The victims included 17 
members of the elite Navy 
SEALs, five Naval Special 
Warfare personnel who 
support the SEALs, three Air 
Force Special Operations 
personnel, an Army heli¬ 
copter crew of five, seven 
Afghan commandos and 
an Afghan interpreter. 

Gul Agha, another resident 
of Tangi Valley, also said 
that after the helicopter 
crashed, parts were burn¬ 
ing on either side of the 
Tangi River. Some of the 
debris also ended up on a 
nearby hillside, he said. 
“When the helicopter 
came at night, the Taliban 
were hiding in the bushes 
around the area," he said. 
Fie said coalition forces 
worked several days to 
remove victims' remains. 
Then they blew up sections 
of the helicopter into small¬ 
er pieces, loaded them on 
trucks and took them from 
the site, he said. 

Marine Corps Gen. John 
Allen, the top commander 
of U.S. and NATO forces in 


Afghanistan, said Wednes¬ 
day that F-16 fighter jets 
killed the insurgents respon¬ 
sible for the crash. But the 
military provided few de¬ 
tails to back up the claim. 
The U.S.-led coalition has 


also said the helicopter was 
apparently shot down by a 
rocket-propelled grenade. 
But Allen said the military 
will investigate whether 
other causes contributed 
to the crash. □

LONDON (AP) — Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron said 
Thursday that Britain would 
look to the United States for 
solutions to gang violence 
after nights of riots and loot¬ 
ing, and promised authori¬ 
ties would get strong pow¬ 
ers to stop street mayhem 
erupting again. 

Cameron told lawmakers 
he was “are acting deci¬ 
sively to restore order on our 
streets," as police raided 
houses to round up suspects 
from four nights of unrest in 
London and other English 
cities. 

Acknowledging that police 
had been overwhelmed 
by mobile groups of looters 
in the first nights of the riot¬ 
ing, Cameron said authori¬ 
ties were considering new 
powers, including allow¬ 
ing police to order thugs 
to remove masks or hoods, 
evicting troublemakers from 
subsidized housing and tem¬ 
porarily disabling cell phone 
instant messaging services. 
He said the 16,000 police 
deployed on London’s 
streets to deter rioters and 
reassure residents would re¬ 
main through the weekend. 
“We will not let a violent few 
beat us," Cameron said. 
Lawmakers were sum¬ 
moned back from their sum¬ 
mer vacations for an emer¬ 
gency session of Parliament 
on the riots as government 
and police worked to re¬ 
gain control, both on the 
streets and in the court of 
public opinion. 

Calm prevailed in London 
overnight, with a highly vis¬ 
ible police presence watch¬ 
ing over the capital, but 
a sense of nervousness lin¬ 
gered across the country. 
During a session lasting al¬ 
most three hours in which 
he faced 160 questions 
from lawmakers, Cameron 
promised tough measures 
to stop further violence and 
said “nothing should be off 
the table." He said that in¬ 
cluded water cannon and 
plastic bullets — though se¬ 
nior police have said they 
don’t feel the need to use 
those at the moment. He 
also said officials would 


look at “whether there are 
tasks that the army could 
undertake that would free 
up more police for the 
front line." 

Cameron said he would 
seek American advice on 
fighting the street gangs 
he blamed for helping 
spark Britain's riots. 

He told lawmakers that 
he would look to cities like

Boston for inspiration, and 
mentioned former Los An¬ 
geles and New York Police 
Chief William Bratton as a 
person who could help of¬ 
fer advice. 

He said he wanted to look 
at cities that had fought 
gangs “by engaging the 
police, the voluntary sector 
and local government.” 

“I also believe we should 
be looking beyond our 
shores to learn the les¬ 
sons from others who have 
faced similar problems,” 
Cameron said. 

He said the government, 
police and intelligence 
services were looking at 
whether there should be 
limits on the use of social 
media sites like Twitter and 
Facebook or services like 
BlackBerry Messenger to 
spread disorder. BlackBer- 
ry’s simple and largely cost 
free messaging service was 
used by rioters to coordi¬ 
nate their activities, Cam¬ 
eron’s office said. 

Britain’s Home Office said 
it planned to hold talks 
with police chiefs, Twitter, 
Facebook and Blackberry 
manufacturer Research In 
Motion Ltd. 

Government officials said 
they were discussing with 
spy agencies and com¬ 
munications companies 
whether messaging ser¬ 
vices could be disabled in 
specific areas, or at specif¬ 
ic times. 

Authorities are consider¬ 
ing “whether it would be 
right to stop people com¬ 
municating via these web¬ 


sites and services when 
we know they are plotting 
violence, disorder and 
criminality,” Cameron said. 
Cameron said that, in the 
future, police would be 
able to order people to 
remove masks, hoods or 
other face coverings when 
they suspect them of con¬ 
cealing their identity to car¬ 
ry out a crime. Currently, 
police must seek approval 
from a senior officer. 
Communities Secretary 
Eric Pickles confirmed that 
powers that allow authori¬ 
ties to evict convicted 
criminals from government- 
subsidized housing will be 


strengthened. Authorities 
have the power to eject 
someone from social hous¬ 
ing if they commit a crime, 
but only if the offense is in 
their own neighborhood. 
Pickles said he hoped the 
power would be more 
widely used, and that it 
would apply to crime com¬ 
mitted anywhere. 

A program that can ban 
gang members from meet¬ 
ing together, loitering in 
certain places, or display¬ 
ing gang insignia will also 
be extended, he said.

DADAAB, Kenya (AP) — 

Wardo Mohamud Yusuf 
walked for two weeks with 
her 1-year-old daughter on 
her back and her 4-year- 
old son at her side to flee 
Somalia’s drought and 
famine. When the boy col¬ 
lapsed near the end of the 
journey, she poured some 
of the little water she had 
on his head to cool him, 
but he was unconscious 
and could not drink. 

She asked other families 
traveling with them for help, 
but none stopped, fearful 
for their own survival. 

Then the 29-year-old moth¬ 
er had to make a choice 
that no parent should have 
to make. “Finally, I decided 
to leave him behind to his 
God on the road," Yusuf 
said days later in an inter¬ 
view at a teeming refugee 
camp in Dadaab, Kenya. “I 
am sure that he was alive, 
and that is my heartbreak.” 
Parents fleeing the devas¬ 
tating famine on foot — 
sometimes with as many as 
seven children in tow — are 
having to make unimagin¬ 
ably cruel choices: Which 
children have the best 
chance to survive when 
food and water run low? 
Who should be left behind? 
“I have never faced such 
a dilemma in my life,” Yusuf 
told The Associated Press. 
“Now I’m reliving the pain 
of abandoning my child. 
I wake up at night to think 


about him. I feel terrified 
whenever I see a son of his 
age.” Dr. John Kivelenge, 
a mental health officer for 
the International Rescue 
Committee at Dadaab em¬ 
phasizes the extreme duress 
Somali mothers and fathers 
are facing. “It is a normal 
reaction to an abnormal sit¬ 
uation. They can't sit down 
and wait to die together," 
he said. “But after a month, 
they will suffer post-trau¬ 


matic stress disorder, which 
means they will have flash¬ 
backs and nightmares. 

“The picture of the children 
they abandoned behind 
will come back to them 
and haunt them,” he said. 
“They will also have poor 
sleep and social problems.” 
The United States estimates 
that more than 29,000 So¬ 
mali children under age 5 
have died in the famine in 
the last three months. An 


unknown number too weak 
to walk farther have been 
abandoned on the sandy 
trek to help after food and 
water supplies ran out. 
Faduma Sakow Abdullahi, 
a 29-year-old widow, at¬ 
tempted the journey to 
Dadaab with her baby 
and other children ages 
5, 4, 3 and 2. A day be¬ 
fore she reached the refu¬ 
gee camp, her 4-year-old 
daughter and 5-year-old 


son wouldn’t wake up af¬ 
ter a brief rest. 

Abdullahi said she did not 
want to “waste” the little 
water she had in a 5-liter 
container on dying chil¬ 
dren when the little ones 
needed it. Nor did she 
want to wait for too long 
until her other children 
started dying, so she stood 
up and walked away a few 
paces — then returned in 
the hopes the youngsters 
were in fact alive. After 
several back-and-forth 
walks, she finally left her 
two children under a tree, 
unsure whether they could 
be resuscitated. 

More than 12 million peo¬ 
ple in East Africa are in 
need of food aid because 
of the severe drought. The 
U.N. says 2.8 million of those 
are in need of immediate 
lifesaving assistance, in¬ 
cluding more than 450,000 
in Somalia's famine zones. 
Ahmed Jafar Nur, a 
50-year-old father of sev¬ 
en, was traveling with 
his 14-year-old son and 
13-year-old daughter to 
Kenya. But after only two 
days of walking, they ran 
out of water. By the third 
day, they could only sit be¬ 
neath a big tree — thirsty, 
hungry and exhausted. 

“The two children could not 
walk on anymore. Then in¬ 
stead of us all dying there, 

I was forced to leave them 
to their fate, especially after 
I thought of the other five 
children and their mother I 
left behind at home. □

where the director said he 
did no harm. Osmun also 
wrote of seeking other in¬ 
ternational aid work before 
his arrest last week. 

His do-gooder identity may 
have helped cover a dark¬ 
er side. Then the little girls 
spoke. 

“They were frightened. They 
were brave to tell. They did 
something very important," 
said Samkele Mhlongo, a 
Greytown police translator 
who helped an American 
investigator interview two 
of the victims from the Um- 
voti AIDS Centre where Os¬ 
mun volunteered. 

Mhlongo said the children, 
shown pictures of Osmun, 
said they described being 
instructed by him to per¬ 
form oral sex, and after¬ 
ward being given candy 
and warnings not to tell 
anyone what had hap¬ 
pened. Mhlongo said Os¬ 
mun showed the children 
child pornography stored 
on his computerO 


left about 1,700 dead since 
mid-March. Turkey’s foreign 
minister, a day after meet¬ 
ing with Assad, on Wednes¬ 
day renewed his condem¬ 
nation of the attacks.

at government-controlled 
medical facilities. 

“In addition to the widely 
reported atrocities com¬ 
mitted by the government, 
PHR has received reports of 
serious violations of medi¬ 
cal neutrality in Syria,” a 
statement by the group 
said.

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Romney tells Iowa hecklers, 'corporations are people’

DES MOINES, Iowa - Emerg¬ 
ing on the campaign trail in 
Iowa after largely shunning 
the state, Mitt Romney was 
confronted Thursday by 
hecklers on corporate tax 
policy and told them, “Cor¬ 
porations are people, my 
friend."Romney was speak¬ 
ing at the Iowa State Fair's 
soapbox Thursday morning. 


but when it was time for 
the question-and-answer 
session, the mood turned 
heated, with a small group 
of angry hecklers calling 
on Romney to support rais¬ 
ing taxes on the wealthy to 
help finance social entitle¬ 
ment programs. 

“We have to make sure 
that the promises we make 
in Social Security, Medicare 
and Medicaid are promises 


we can keep, and there 
are various ways of doing 
that,” Romney said. “One 
is, we can raise taxes on 
people.” 

“Corporations!” the pro¬ 
testers shouted, suggesting 
that Romney, as president, 
should raise taxes on large 
businesses. 

“Corporations!" 
“Corporations are people, 
my friend,” Romney re¬ 
sponded, as the hecklers 
shouted back, “No, they’re 
not!” 

“Of course they are,” Rom¬ 
ney said, chuckling slightly. 
“Everything corporations 
earn ultimately goes to 
people. Where do you think 
it goes?” 

It was a telling, unscripted 
moment for Romney likely 
to be replayed on YouTube. 


In an instant, he seemed to 
humanize himself by point¬ 
edly squabbling with the 
group of hecklers, show¬ 
ing flashes of anger and 
defying his reputation as a 
sometimes stilted, unfeeling 
candidate. 

But at the same time, he 
seemed to reinforce anoth¬ 
er image of himself: as an 
out-of-touch businessman 
who sees the world from 
the executive suite. 
Romney's remarks drew a 
quick response from Demo¬ 
cratic Party officials. 

“It is a shocking admission 
from a candidate - and 
a party - that shamelessly 
puts forward policies to 
help large corporations 
and the wealthiest Ameri¬ 
cans at the expense of the 
middle class, seniors and 
students,” said Rep. Deb¬ 
bie Wasserman Schultz of 
Florida, chairwoman of the 
Democratic National Com¬ 
mittee. 

The remarks and the reac¬ 
tion touch a sensitive spot 
for Romney. His past as co¬ 
founder of Bain Capital, a 
private equity firm, gives 
him the business credentials 
that he says are needed to 
steer a troubled economy. 
But Democrats have de¬ 
picted Bain under his ten¬ 
ure as a company that de¬ 
stroyed jobs through corpo¬ 
rate takeovers in search of 
profits. 

Thursday was Romney’s 
most fiery day on the cam¬ 
paign trail this week, even 
before the hecklers, who 
were affiliated with Iowa 
Citizens for Community Im¬ 


provement, an organizing 
group, drew him into sev¬ 
eral aggressive exchanges. 
Wearing a navy blue shirt 
and brown jeans, Romney 
took the stage with sweat 
already glistening on his 
brow and upper lip. 

The sweat trickled down his 
cheek as he worked him¬ 
self into animated rhythm 
in a 10-minute speech that 
criticized President Barack 
Obama. 

“We're led by a man who 
is a fine fella, but he’s out 
of his depth and doesn’t 
understand how the econ¬ 
omy works,” said Romney, 
who is leading the Repub¬ 
lican field in many polls but 
is not taking part in Satur¬ 
day’s Iowa straw poll. 

When the questions turned 
combative, Romney held 
his ground. 

“If you want to speak, you 
can speak, but right now 
it's my turn,” he said to ap¬ 
plause, leaning into the 
crowd to cut off an elderly 
man who was yelling at him 
about Social Security. 

“You came here to listen!” 
the man retorted, to which 
Romney replied: A “No, no, 
I came here to talk. Hold on 
a second, let me speak." 
Moments later, when he re¬ 
alized he wasn’t changing 
any of the hecklers' minds, 
he said they were free to 
vote for someone else. 

“I’m not going to raise 
taxes - that’s my answer,” 
he said. “And if you want 
someone who can raise 
taxes, you can vote for 
Barack Obama.

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Klinsmann settles for draw in debut as U.S. coach

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Jur¬ 
gen Klinsmann’s debut as 
U.S. coach resulted in a 
1-1 draw with Mexico on 
Wednesday, a better out¬ 
come than the Gold Cup 
final loss last month that led 
to him being hired. 

Robbie Rogers's late equal¬ 
izer salvaged a draw after 
Oribe Peralta scored in the 
17th minute for Mexico in a 
rematch of the Gold Cup 
final. 

And while Klinsmann's ar¬ 
rival didn't ensure a win, he 
did send a message without 
saying a word. He stripped 
the names off the back of 
the jerseys and assigned 
the numbers 1-11 for the 
starters and 12-18 for the 
reserves, explaining that he 
wanted his players to know 
that all that mattered was 
representing their country. 
“It was a special moment,” 
Klinsmann said of his U.S. 
coaching debut. “It was 
a special moment before 
the game, listening to the 


anthem and feeling the en¬ 
ergy from the stadium and 
the players.” 

Klinsmann only held three 
practices since he took 
over a program that need¬ 
ed a clear jolt after years 
of mediocre results. So 
the Americans, with a re¬ 
vamped midfield, still need 
to develop a feel for each 
other and an understand¬ 
ing of what to expect out 
of Klinsmann. 

One of the greatest play¬ 
ers Germany ever pro¬ 
duced, Klinsmann was put 
in charge of making the 
U.S. competitive again. Af¬ 
ter reaching the round of 
16 at last year’s World Cup, 
the Americans took a step 
backward this year. They 
were routed by Spain in 
early June, upset by Pana¬ 
ma in Gold Cup group play 
and then blew a two-goal 
lead against Mexico in the 
final, costing Bob Bradley 
his job. 

Rogers leveled in the 73rd 
minute when he tapped in 
a nice crossing pass from 


Shea. Rogers had just re¬ 
placed Michael Bradley, 
playing for the U.S. team for 
the first time since his father 
was fired. 

That goal was good enough 
for the 30,138 fans who saw 
the U.S. earlier blow what 
had been their only true 


scoring opportunity. 

The U.S. nearly equalized 
in the 56th, but Carlos Bo- 
canegra’s header from 
London Donovan’s corner 
was turned away by Guill¬ 
ermo Ochoa. 

There was a brief skirmish in 
the first half before cooler 


heads prevailed. These are 
the two best teams in CON- 
CACAF, and it’s a heated 
rivalry whenever and wher¬ 
ever they play. Mexico has 
only beaten the U.S. twice 
on U.S. soil since 2000, but 
the wins have been in the 
past two Gold Cup finalsO

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Djokovic, Berdych advance 
to Rogers Cup quarters 


MONTREAL (AP) — Some 
top players have shown 
signs of rust at the Rog¬ 
ers Cup, though not top- 
ranked Novak Djokovic. 

The 24-year-old Serb kept 
up his strong play this sea¬ 
son with a 7-5, 6-3 victory 
over Marin Celic of Croatia 
on Thursday to reach the 
quarterfinals of the Masters 
Series event. 

In his second match since 
taking over the No. 1 rank¬ 
ing with a victory at Wim¬ 
bledon four weeks ago, 
Djokovic broke the lanky 
Cilic’s heavy serve twice in 
the second set to improve 
to 50-1 this year — including 
26-0 on hard courts. 

He beat another former 
top-10 player, Evgeny 
Davydenko, in straight sets 
in the second round. 

“Both of the matches I've 
played here were against 
good players, 

but I didn't get any rhythm 
in either match," Djokov¬ 
ic said. “Conditions were 


quite different today. 
“There was a lot of wind. It 
wasn’t a beautiful match 
to play or watch, but I 
guess in the right moments 
I kept the ball in the court 
to make my opponent 
make unforced errors. 

I was just more patient 
and played well, so I guess 
that’s the positive.” 
Djokovic, seeking his ninth 
tournament win of the sea¬ 
son, will face the winner 
of a later match between 
12th-seeded Viktor Troicki 
of Serbia and fifth-seeded 
Frenchman Gael Monfils. 
The tournament has al¬ 
ready lost defending 
champion Andy Murray 
and second-seeded Ra¬ 
fael Nadal to upsets in the 
early rounds. 

Ivan Dodig, the 41 st-ranked 
Croat who beat Nadal, 
had little left a day later as 
he was beaten 6-1, 6-4 by 
unseeded Serb Janko Tip- 
sarevic. 

Tipsarevic will face seventh- 


seeded Tomas Berdych in 
the quarter-finals on Friday. 
He is 2-0 in his career 
against the Czech veter¬ 
an. 

Berdych downed Ivo Karlo- 
vic 6-3, 7-6 (2). 

Also, Stanislas Wawrinka 
ousted Kevin Anderson 6-4, 
4-6, 6-4. 

Djokovic is on pace for a 
semifinal meeting with for¬ 
mer world No. 1 and third 
seed Roger Federer, who 
was to face Jo-Wilfried 
Tsonga later. 

Djokovic said it is normal 
for top players to be a little 
off their games after the 
break most of them take 
between grass court play 
at Wimbledon and the 
hard court season leading 
up to the U.S. Open. 

Upsets have also befallen 
top players at the wom¬ 
en's Rogers Cup in Toronto, 
where Maria Sharapova

Michael Jordan, along 
with rockers Eddie Ved- 
der and Motley Crue. And 
he thanked that guy Stern 
who’s coming to see him 
Friday night. That’s Howard 
Stern, not the NBA commis- 
sioner.Rodman’s uncom¬ 
mon blend of basketball 


and entertainment has 
arrived at the sport's birth¬ 
place, where he will be en¬ 
shrined in the Naismith Me¬ 
morial Hall of Fame on Fri¬ 
day as part of the 10-person 
class of 2011. “I really didn’t 
play the game to be in the 
Hall of Fame. That wasn’t 
my job,” Rodman said. “My 
job was to go out there 
and win ballgames, have 
a good time and take care 
of my family. As long as the 
people had a good time, 
that was my main objec¬ 
tive." Dressed in all black, 
wearing sunglasses, an Ed 
Hardy tattooing hat and a 
scarf that read “The Worm, 
HOF ‘11” on the inside, the 
five-time NBA champion 
was the center of atten¬ 
tion during Thursday’s news 
conferences. Exactly the 
way he likes it. “I just love 


living life free. And for me 
to shine, I shine every damn 
day," Rodman said. “This is 
for other people here that 
don't get to see these fa¬ 
mous people that’s going 
to come in this building 
tomorrow.” Dream Team- 
er and two-time Olympic 
gold medalist Chris Mullin is 
the other headline name in 
the class, though much of 
the focus was on Rodman. 
Looking toward him, Stan¬ 
ford women's coach Tara 
VanDerveer joked she was 
so excited she was “gonna 
go out and get a tattoo." 
VanDerveer, who has led 
Stanford to two national 
championships and won 
more than 800 games, joins 
Winter and Division II Phila¬ 
delphia University coach 
Herb Magee, the career 
leader at the collegiate 


level with more than 900 
wins, as the coaches be¬ 
ing enshrined. Jackson will 
present both Rodman and 
Winter, whose triangle of¬ 
fense was used by Jackson 
to build dynasties in Chica¬ 
go and Los Angeles. 

“I don’t know what’s more 
shocking, that they didn’t 
put Tex in 30 years ago, or 
they didn’t make Dennis 
wait another 30 years,” said 
Winter’s son, Chris. Eight¬ 
time NBA champion Tom

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He met privately with po¬ 
tential donors from Califor¬ 
nia to New York and gave 
rousing speeches to party 
faithful, casting himself as 
a fiscally responsible social 
conservative.

Unlike others in the race, 
Perry has credibility with 
the at-times warring camps 
of the GOP’s primary elec¬ 
torate. 

The pro-business tax-cut¬ 
ter who has presided over 
Texas’ recent economic 
growth also is a devout so¬ 
cial conservative with deep 
ties to some of the nation’s 
evangelical leaders and 
Christians who dominate 
the pivotal Iowa caucuses. 
But Perry also has never 
run a national campaign 
before, and it's unclear 
whether his Texas swagger 
and sometimes unortho¬ 
dox policy positions will 
sit well with GOP primary 
voters outside his state. 
Another open question is 
whether he can raise the 
money necessary to mount 
a strong campaign against 
those who have been in the 
race for months or more. 

He may face fierce oppo¬ 
sition from secular groups 
and progressives who ar¬ 
gue that his religious rheto¬

that his belief that some 
groups, such as the Boy 
Scouts of America, should 
be allowed to discriminate 
against gays is bigoted. 
Within the Republican 
Party, Perry has enemies 
among moderates who 
question his understanding 
of national and interna¬

Kay Bailey Hutchison, who 
ran against him for gover¬ 
nor in a bitter 2010 primary 
race. 

An early adopter of tea 
party rhetoric. Perry even 
has some opponents in the 
movement. They complain 
he hasn’t taken strong 


enough stances on state 
spending and illegal im¬ 
migration, in part because 
as governor Perry signed a 
law making Texas the first 
state to offer in-state tuition 
to illegal immigrants and 
blasted a proposed border 
fence as “idiocy." 

But before he starts pump¬ 
ing up supporters and woo¬ 
ing detractors, Perry will 
need to raise name recog¬ 
nition outside of Texas and 
conservative circles along 
with funds to fill a presiden¬ 
tial campaign coffer. 

None of the money he's 
raised for Texas elections 
can be used in a national 
race, so he is starting from 
scratch. 

The governor lags well be¬ 
hind previously announced 
candidates in both cam¬ 
paign workers and fund¬ 
raising, mostly because he 
denied any interest in the 
presidency until late May. 
But the story he tells of hav¬ 
ing no interest in higher of¬ 
fice until friends and family 
persuaded him to join the 
race adds to his carefully 
cultivated image as a Tex¬ 
as cowboy reluctantly rid¬ 
ing into Washington to save 
the day. 

The campaign will attempt 
to position Perry between 
the moderate Romney and 
Rep. Michele Bachmann 
of Minnesota, a tea party 
favorite. □

They savor pizza and burg¬ 
ers, no longer frighten chil¬ 
dren, and many of them 
can walk the streets without 
people knowing they have 
someone else’s cheeks, 
nose, lips and skin. People 
who have had face trans¬ 
plants increasingly are go¬ 
ing public, helping to trans¬ 
form an operation that six 
years ago was daredevil 
theory into one that is wide¬ 
ly accepted. 

At least 18 face transplants 
have been done around 
the world, starting with a 
French woman mauled by 
her dog in November 2005, 
said Dr. Maria Siemionow at 
Cleveland Clinic. She did 
the first face transplant in 
the U.S. in December 2008. 
Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital in Boston has done 
three this year alone. The 
U.S. Department of De¬ 
fense is providing money 
for more of these surgeries 
in Cleveland and Boston 
in hopes of helping soldiers 
disfigured in battle. The Uni¬ 
versity of Pittsburgh plans to 
offer face transplantation 


soon. 

“It isn’t mainstream yet. It’s 
a last resort surgery,” said 
Michael Cunningham, a 
psychologist at the Univer¬ 
sity of Louisville, a pioneer 
in hand transplantation. 
But the face transplant ex¬ 


perience so far shows that 
“there were a lot of nay¬ 
sayers and worries that just 
didn't seem to come to 
pass,” he said. 

On Thursday, the Boston 
hospital released a photo 
taken last month of Charla 


Nash, a Connecticut wom¬ 
an mauled by a chimpan¬ 
zee. She had a face trans¬ 
plant in May. 

“I will now be able to do 
things I once took for grant¬ 
ed,” Nash said in a state¬ 
ment. “I will be able to 


smell. I will be able to eat 
normally. I will no longer be 
disfigured. I will have lips 
and will speak clearly once 
again. I will be able to kiss 
and hug loved ones. I am 
tremendously grateful to 
the donor and her family." 
Not all face transplant re¬ 
cipients have recovered 
hoped-for capabilities yet, 
and some have less than 
stellar aesthetic results, al¬ 
though they are all vastly 
improved from how they 
looked before. The more 
recent ones in particular, 
where full rather than par¬ 
tial transplants have been 
performed, have fared es¬ 
pecially well. 

“They look from the very 
beginning quite natural 
and quite normal,” said Dr. 
Bohdan Pomahac, who 
has performed four face 
transplants at Brigham. The 
most touching moment for 
him was a recipient texting 
him nine days after the op¬ 
eration, asking for a place 
to get good sushi in Boston. 
“The level of normalcy,” 
and to consider going out 
in public so soon, is “amaz¬ 
ing,” Pomahac said. 

Here’s how some others 
have fared: 

—Dallas Wiens, a 25-year- 
old Texan severely disfig¬ 
ured in a power line acci¬ 
dent, looked like a sock of 
flesh had been pulled over 
his face — no eyes or nose 
and barely a mouth. After 
his transplant earlier this 
year in Boston, he said the 
first thing his young daugh¬ 
ter told him was “Daddy, 
you’re so handsome.” He 
said his new face felt “nat¬ 
ural,” and that right away 
he could smell the hospi¬ 
tal's lasagna. 

—Connie Culp, 48, an Ohio 
woman who was the first 
U.S. face transplant recipi¬ 
ent, has made several tele¬ 
vision appearances and 
become an advocate for 
organ donation. Doctors 
have refined the droopy 
jowls and extra skin they 
purposely left to make 
checkup biopsies easier, 
and she now has “a nor¬ 
mal face," Siemionow said. 
“She's smiling, she's per¬ 
fect. When she jokes, she 
kind of flickers her eyes. Her 
face is vivid. You can see 
emotions. 


Being young 
improves survival 
odds in cold water

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

12-year-old boy who was 
rescued after spending 15 
minutes or more in the cold 
Pacific likely survived be¬ 
cause of his age, among 
other factors, experts say. 
Charles “Dale” Ostrander 
was visiting the southwest 
Washington coast with his 
church youth group last 
Friday when he was swept 
out by a riptide. Rescuers 
who pulled him out said he 
had no pulse and his face 
was pale. 

So how did he survive? 
Studies of near-drownings 
in cold water have found 
that survival depends on 
many factors including a 
person’s age, water tem¬ 
perature, time spent under¬ 
water and how fast CPR is 


given. 

“He’s young and healthy,” 
said Dr. Mark Morocco, an 
emergency room doctor 
at the Ronald Reaganll- 
CLA Medical Center in Los 
Angeles. “Your chances of 
surviving are better if you're 
young.” 

After people get over 
the initial shock of being 
plunged into cold water, 
they generally can survive 
for a certain period before 
getting exhausted or falling 
unconscious. 

According to the National 
Weather Service, the wa¬ 
ter temperature at the time 
was around 56 degrees. 
People generally can sur¬ 
vive in that water tem¬ 
perature for about half an 
hour before their muscles 
get weak and they lose 
strength. There’s also risk 



of hypothermia, which oc¬ 
curs when the body loses 
heat faster than it can pro¬ 
duce it, leading to a dan¬ 
gerously low body temper¬ 
ature. 

Kids tend to be more resil¬ 
ient than adults. Scientists 
point to an innate response 
that is triggered when peo¬ 
ple are plunged into cold 
water. 

The heart rate slows down 
and blood is diverted to 
the brain and other core 
organs. This so-called div¬ 
ing reflex is more pro¬ 


nounced in children, allow¬ 
ing them to better survive 
in frigid water. It’s unclear 
how much this might have 
played a role in Ostrand¬ 
er's case. 

It’s unclear how long Dale 
was underwater. A rescuer 
said he was pulled from 
the water 15 minutes after 
crews were dispatched. 
Early in his ordeal he man¬ 
aged to get on the boogie 
board of a girl who pad- 
died over to him, but he 
disappeared after a wave 
knocked him off. □ 
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Wendy’s, free of Arby’s, reports

ATLANTA (AP) — Wendy’s says its net income climbed 
slightly in the second quarter on improving sales in its first 
earnings period since selling the struggling Arby’s chain. 
Revenue excluding Arby’s climbed 2 percent to $622 mil¬ 
lion, helped partly by higher prices but also by customers 
visiting more and buying more when they did. 

Net income rose 5 percent to $11.3 million. 

Like other restaurants, Wendy’s Co. is grappling with 
higher costs for raw ingredients, which caused the profit 
margin at company-owned restaurants to plummet to 
13.9 percent from 16.4 percent. The company also spent 
more on advertising. 

Revenue at company-owned stores open at least a year 
rose 2.3 percent, the chain's biggest increase since 2008. 
Wendy’s last month sold Arby’s to a private-equity firm 
after about three years as a combined company.Q 

South Korea’s LG, Japan’s Sony 
end patent fight 

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — South Korea’s LG Electron¬ 
ics Inc. and Japan’s Sony Corp. say they have ended a 
fight over several patents. 

LG said Thursday in an e-mail, “LG and Sony have settled 
patent-infringement lawsuits and agreed to cross-license 
each other's patents.” The South Korean company de¬ 
clined to elaborate. 

Sony spokesman Keita Sanekata in Tokyo confirmed the 
settlement in a dispute over patents for Blu-ray disc play¬ 
ers, TVs and mobile phones. He declined to disclose its 
terms or other details but said they were moving toward 
licensing deals. 

Sony and LG had filed several infringement complaints 
against each other in the U.S. and Europe — part of a

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ameri¬ 
can producers sold fewer 
industrial engines, electric 
generators and farm prod¬ 
ucts to the rest of the world in 
June, pushing the trade def¬ 
icit to the highest level since 
2008 and dealing another 
blow to an already strug¬ 
gling economy. 

The deficit rose 4.4 percent 
to $53.1 billion in June, the 
largest imbalance since 
October 2008, the Com¬ 
merce Department report¬ 
ed Thursday. Imports fell 0.8 
percent to $223.9 billion as 
crude oil prices fell for the 
first time in nine months. Ex¬ 
ports dropped 2.3 percent 
to $170.9 billion, the biggest 
decline in more than two 
years. 

The drop in exports, the sec¬ 
ond in a row, was a blow 
to hopes that rising over¬ 
seas demand will boost 
the fortunes of American 
manufacturers in the face 
of a slump in spending by 
U.S. consumers. The con¬ 
cern now is that a global 
slowdown will hobble a U.S. 
economy that is in danger 
of stalling out. 


The deficit through June 
is running at an annual 
rate of $576.6 billion, 15.3 
percent higher than the 
2010 imbalance. A high¬ 
er trade deficit subtracts 
from overall economic 
growth because it means 
consumers are purchasing 
more foreign-made goods 
and fewer products made 
by U.S. workers. 

The big rise in June's defi¬ 
cit came as a surprise 
to economists who had 
been forecasting an im¬ 
proved deficitbased on 
their belief that oil prices 
would fall, lowering im¬ 
ports, while exports would 
recover from a May de¬ 
cline which had been 
the first setback after 10 
monthly gains. 

Instead, exports tumbled 
by the largest amount 
since a 5.1 percent 
plunge in January 2009 as 
the global economy was 
in the grips of a deep re¬ 
cession. 

The weak June trade re¬ 
port was the latest in a 
string of disappointing 
economic statistics rais¬ 
ing concerns that the 
U.S. economy could be 


in danger of toppling into 
another recession. The 
economy slowed to an an¬ 
nual rate of just 0.8 percent 
in the first six months of the 
year, the slowest period 
of growth since the reces¬ 
sion officially ended two 
years ago. In June, con¬ 
sumers cut spending for the 
first time in 20 months and 
saved more while wages 
were barely growing and 
unemployment remained 
above 9 percent. 

The deficit with China shot 
up by 6.8 percent $26.7 
billion in June, the high¬ 
est since September 2010. 
The deficit with the Euro¬ 
pean Union rose 12.2 per¬ 
cent to $9.8 billion, the 
worst imbalance since July 
2008. The deficit with Ja¬ 
pan climbed 53 percent to 
$4 billion. Imports with Ja¬ 
pan had been reduced in 
previous months following 
the March natural disas¬ 
ters which disrupted pro¬ 
duction at Japanese auto 
plants and other facto¬ 
ries.

Dow up 423 as Wall Street whipsaws again

NEW YORK (AP) — Wall 
Street’s wildest week since 
2008 careened into anoth¬ 
er 400-plus point move for 
the Dow on Thursday. This 
time, stocks shot up after in¬ 
vestors saw small signs that 
the U.S. economy might not 
be headed into another re¬ 
cession. 

Fewer Americans joined 
the unemployment line last 
week, and a technology 
bellwether said revenue 
could grow faster this quar¬ 
ter than analysts expected. 
The news pushed prices on 
long-term Treasurys down, 
and gold fell from its record 
high. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 423.37 points. 


During a calm market, 
such a large move would 
rank as the Dow’s biggest 
in months. For this volatile 
week, it’s more than 100 
points off the average. The 
Dow plunged 634 points 
Monday, soared 429 points 
Tuesday, and dove 519 
points Wednesday. It's the 
first time the Dow has ever 
had four straight 400-point 
days. 

Carlton Neel, who man¬ 
ages about $2 billion as a 
senior portfolio manager at 
Virtus Investment Partners, 
said investors are so scared 
of being the last one out of 
the market in a downturn 
or the last one in during a 
rally that they are stamped¬ 
ing in herds, creating more 
volatility. 


“Fear tends to be a much 
more powerful emotion, 
and the sell-offs tend to be 
more violent than the ral¬ 
lies,” he said. “But people 
are worried about miss¬ 
ing the bottom, so you will 
have a few melt-ups along 
the way.” That's because 
memories of the last melt¬ 
down in 2008 are still fresh in 
the mind of many investors. 
In October 2008, the Dow 
had four days of 400-point 
plus gains and four days of 
similar losses. That includes 
a 936-point surge on Oct. 
13 after European central 
banks pledged more aid 
to banks and the U.S. Trea¬ 
sury offered details about 
its plan for U.S. banks. Two 
days later, a report showed 
retail sales had fallen more

Short-selling banned in 4 European countries

PARIS (AP) — France, 
Italy, Spain and Belgium 
are banning short-selling 
on select stocks amid 
efforts to calm market 
turmoil that has sent 
bank shares gyrating 
wildly and aggravated 
worries about Europe’s 
huge debts. 

The European Union’s 
markets supervisor, the 
ESMA, announced the 
move late Thursday 
night after boosting 
surveillance of stormy 
markets earlier in the day. 
The move capped two 
days of whipsaw trading

that saw French banks’ market 
value fall and rise by billions of euros. 
In a short sale, a trader hopes to 
make a profit by betting on the 
decline in the price of a share. 
The practice has been blamed for 
contributing to market volatility. 

The ESMA said in a statement that 
the four countries “have today 
announced or will shortly announce 
new bans on short-selling or on short 
positions” as of Friday. 

The French market regulator, the 
AMF, announced late Thursday that 
it is banning for 15 days net short- 
selling on 11 stocks, including those 
of banks Societe Generale, BNP 
Paribas and Credit Agricole and 
leading insurers. 

Belgium’s market authority said it 
would ban short-selling on financial 
shares such as leading banks and 


insurers as of Friday. Belgium had 
already banned naked short selling, 
basically a bet on a decline in the 
price of a share without borrowing 
the share, since August 2008. 

Several countries banned short 
selling amid the financial crisis 
of 2008 to try to tame volatility. 
But some experts said the bans 
actually contributed to a feeling of 
uncertainty. 

French bankers and officials 
scrambled to soothe investors' 
nerves after days of suggestions 
that France could be the next major 
economy to lose its coveted triple-A 
credit rating. By late in the day, those 
efforts appeared to have an effect, 
but economists said the rebound 
remained very fragile. 

The European Union’s markets 
supervisor said Thursday that 


regulators were increasing 
surveillance of financial markets 
following the days of steep selloffs. 
Bank of France head Christian Noyer 
blamed “unfounded rumors” for 
plunges in the shares of top banks, 
including Societe Generale and 
BNP Paribas, and said the country’s 
financial institutions were sound. The 
country’s market regulator warned 
of sanctions against anyone who 
fuels or profits from rumors that fed 
the sell-off. 

Noyer said that French banks' first- 
half earnings “confirmed their solidity 
in a difficult economic environment" 
and that the banks' capital cushions 
were healthy. 

French bank stocks fell Thursday until 
strong U.S. jobs data helped propel 
solid gains on Wall Street late in the 
European trading day. □

days, as it has just done, 
was Nov. 19, 2008 through 
Nov. 24, 2008, according to 
Kevin Pleines, an analyst at 
Birinyi Associates. It's only 
the third time since 1934. 
October 1987, including 
the day known as Black 
Monday when the S&P 
plunged more than 20 per¬ 
cent, was the first instance. 
The Dow climbed 3.9 per¬ 
cent Thursday, to 11,143.31 
The S&P 500 rose 51.88, or 

4.6 percent, to 1,172.64. 
The Nasdaq rose 111.63, or 

4.7 percent, to 2,492.68. 

The surge came after the 
government said the num¬ 
ber of people filing for un¬ 
employment benefits for 
the first time fell to 395,000 
last week, down 7,000 
from a week earlier. It’s the 
first time the number has 
dropped below 400,000 in 
four months. 

Analysts said it may be a 
sign that the job market is 
slowly improving after its 
three-month slump. Job 
growth slowed to an aver¬ 
age of 72,000 in May, June 
and July. In the previous 
three months, employers 
added 215,000 jobs per 
month, on average. 

In the last few weeks, inves¬ 
tors have grown more wor¬ 
ried about the economy. 
The government said last 
month that it grew at its 
slowest pace in the first half 
of 2011 since the recession 
ended in 2009. Unemploy¬ 
ment is still above 9 per¬

Stick-on patch proposed 
for patient monitoring

WASHINGTON (AP) — One 

day monitoring a patient’s 
vital signs like temperature

Eliminating the bulky wiring 
and electrodes used in cur¬ 
rent monitors would make 
the devices more comfort¬ 
able for patients, says an 
international team of re¬ 
searchers who report their 


findings in Friday’s edition 
of the Journal of Science. 
“What we are trying to do 
here is to really reshape 
and redefine electronics ... 
to look a lot more like the 
human body, in this case 
the surface layers of the 
skin,” said John A. Rogers 
of the University of Illinois. 
“The goal is really to blur 
the distinction between 
electronics and biological 
tissue.” 

The researchers embed¬ 
ded electronic sensors in a 
film thinner than the diam¬ 
eter of a human hair, which 
was placed on a polyester 
backing like those used 
for the temporary tattoos 
popular with kids. The result 
was a sensor that was flex¬ 
ible enough to move with 
the skin and would adhere 
without adhesives. 

The researchers said the 
devices had remained in 
place for up to 24 hours. 
Rogers said in an briefing 
that, while normal shed¬ 
ding of skin cells would 
eventually cause the moni¬ 
tors to come off, he thought 
they could remain in place 
as long as two weeks. 

In addition to monitoring 
patients in hospitals, other 
uses for the devices could 
include monitoring brain 
waves, muscle move¬ 
ment, sensing the larynx 


for speech, emitting heat 
to help heal wounds and 
perhaps even being made 
touch sensitive and placed 
on artificial limbs, Rogers 
said. 

The device will help fill the 
need for equipment that is 
more convenient and less 
stressful for patients, permit¬ 
ting easier and more reli¬ 
able monitoring, said Zhen- 
qiang Ma, an engineering 
professor at the University 
of Wisconsin, who was not 
part of the research team. 
The electronic skin can sim¬ 
ply be stuck on or peeled 
off like an adhesive ban¬ 
dage, he noted in a com¬ 
mentary on the report. 
Rogers is a founder of the 
company MC10, which is 
working to develop com¬ 
mercial uses of the devices, 
but he declined to specu¬ 
late on how soon the elec¬ 
tronic skin would be ready 
for market or what it would 
cost. The monitor looks 
rather like a bandage and 
contains an antenna that 
could be used to transmit 
data, though a radio to do 
that transmitting has not 
yet been tested, Rogers 
said. The current design has 
a small coil and could be 
powered by induction — 
by placing it near an elec¬ 
trical coil — Rogers said. 
That would permit intermit¬ 
tent use, he said, and for 
longer-term monitoring a 
tiny battery or storage ca¬ 
pacitor could be used. 

The monitor doesn't use 
an adhesive, relying on 
a weak force called the 
van der Waals force that 
causes molecules and 
surfaces to stick together 
without interfering with mo¬ 
tion. The ability of geckos 
to climb smooth surfaces 
has been attributed to the 
van der Waals force. Q

Perhaps every generation of 
geezers since Adam and Eve 
has whined about young peo¬ 
ple, and today is no different. 
Isn’t it clear that in contrast to 
our glorious selves, kids these 
days are self-absorbed Face- 
book junkies just a pixel deep? 
No, actually that’s wrong at 
every level. This has been a de¬ 
pressing time to watch today’s 
“adults,” whose talent for self¬ 
absorption and political paraly¬ 
sis makes it difficult to solve big 
problems. But many young peo¬ 
ple haven’t yet learned to be 
cynical. They believe, in a won¬ 
derfully earnest way, in creating 
a better world. 

In the midst of this grim summer, 
my faith in humanity has been 
restored by the saga of Rachel 
Beckwith. She could teach my 
generation a great deal about 
maturity and unselfishness - 
even though she’s just 9 years 
old, or was when she died on 
July 23. 

Rachel lived outside Seattle and 
early on showed a desire to give 
back. At age 5, she learned at 
school about an organization 
called Locks of Love, which uses 
hair donations to make wigs for 
children who have lost their own 
hair because of cancer or other 
diseases. Rachel then asked to 
have her long hair shorn off and 
sent to Locks of Love. 

“She said she wanted to help 
the cancer kids,” her mother, 
Samantha Paul, told me. After 
the haircut, Rachel announced 
that she would grow her hair 
long again and donate it again 
after a few years to Locks of 
Love. And that’s what she did. 
Then when she was 8 years 
old, her church began raising 
money to build wells in Africa 
through an organization called 
charity:water. Rachel was 
aghast when she learned that 
other children had no clean 
water, so she asked to skip hav¬ 
ing a ninth birthday party. In 
lieu of presents, she asked her 
friends to donate $9 each to 
charity:water for water projects 
in Africa. 

Rachel’s ninth birthday was 
on June 12, and she had set 
up a birthday page on the 
charity:water website with a 
target of $300. Alas, Rachel was 
able to raise only $220 - which 
had left her just a bit disappoint- 
ed.Then, on July 20, as Rachel 


was riding with her family on the 
highway, two trucks collided 
and created a 13-car pileup. 
Rachel’s car was hit by one of 
the trucks, and although the rest 
of her family was unhurt, Rachel 
was left critically injured. 

Church members and friends, 
seeking some way of showing 
support, began donating on 
Rachel’s birthday page - char- 
itywater.org/Rachel - and do¬ 
nations surged past her $300 
goal, and kept mounting. As 
family and friends gathered 
around Rachel’s bedside, they 
were able to tell her - even not 
knowing whether she couldn’t 
hear them - that she had ex¬ 
ceeded the $47,544 that the 
singer Justin Bieber had raised 
for charity:water on his 17th 
birthday. 

“I think she secretly had a crush 
on him, but she would never ad¬ 
mit it,” her mom said. “I think she 
would have been ecstatic.” 
When it was clear that Rachel 
would never regain conscious¬ 
ness, the family decided to re¬ 
move life support. Her parents 
donated her hair a final time to 
Locks of Love, and her organs 
to other children. Word spread 
about Rachel’s last fundraiser. 
Contributions poured in, often 
in $9 increments, although one 
5-year-old girl sent in the savings 
in her piggy bank of $2.27. The 
total donations soon topped 
$100,000, then $300,000. Like 
others, I was moved and do¬ 
nated. As I write this, more than 
$850,000 has been raised from 
all over the world, including do¬ 
nations from Africans awed by 
a little American girl who cared 
about their continent. 

“What has been so inspir¬ 
ing about Rachel is that she 
has taught the adults,” said 
Scott Harrison, the founder of 
charity:water. “Adults are hum¬ 
bled by the unselfishness of this 
little girl.” 

Yet this is a story not just of 
one girl, but of a generation of 
young people working creative¬ 
ly to make this a better world. 
Harrison is emblematic of these 
young people. Now 35, he es¬ 
tablished charity:water when 
he was 30, and it has taken off 
partly because of his mastery at 
social media. (He’s not as ex¬ 
perienced in well-drilling, so the 
wells are actually dug by expert 
groups like International Rescue 
Committee.) 

Youth activism has a long his¬ 
tory, but this ethos of public 
service is on the ascendant to¬ 
day - and today’s kids don’t just 
protest against injustices, as my 
contemporaries did, but many 
are also remarkable problem- 
solvers. 

As for Paul, she’s planning a 
trip on the anniversary of her 
daughter’s death next year 
to see some of the wells being 
drilled in Africa in her daughter’s 
name. “It’ll be overwhelming to 
see Rachel’s wells,” she said, “to 
see what my 9-year-old daugh¬ 
ter has done for people all over 
the world, to meet the people 
she has touched.” 

Rachel Beckwith, RIP, and 
may our generation learn from 
yours.Q 



The decade of lost children

One of the greatest casualties of 
the great recession may well be 
a decade of lost children. 
According to “The State of 
America’s Children 2011,” a re¬ 
port issued last month by the 
Children’s Defense Fund, the 
impact of the recession on chil¬ 
dren’s well-being has been cat¬ 
astrophic. 

Here is just a handful of the find¬ 


ings: 

— The number of children liv¬ 
ing in poverty has increased 
by 4 million since 2000, and the 
number of children who fell into 
poverty between 2008 and 2009 
was the largest single-year in¬ 
crease ever recorded. 

— The number of homeless chil¬ 
dren in public schools increased 
41 percent between the 2006-7 
and 2008-9 school years. 

— In 2009, an average of 15.6 


million children received food 
stamps monthly, a 65 percent 
increase over 10 years. 

— A majority of children in all 
racial groups and 79 percent 
or more of black and Hispanic 
children in public schools can¬ 
not read or do math at grade 
level in the fourth, eighth or 12th 
grades. 

— The annual cost of center- 
based child care for a 4-year- 
old is more than the annual 
in-state tuition at a public four- 
year college in 33 states and the 
District of Columbia. 

Grim data, indeed. And there is 
no sign that things will get better 
anytime soon. 

As a report issued last week by 
the nonpartisan Center on Bud¬ 
get and Policy Priorities points 
out: “Of the 47 states with newly 
enacted budgets, 38 or more 
states are making deep, iden¬ 
tifiable cuts in K-12 education, 
higher education, health care, 
or other key areas in their bud¬ 
gets for fiscal year 2012. 

Even as states face rising num¬ 
bers of children enrolled in pub¬ 
lic schools, students enrolled in 
universities, and seniors eligible 
for services, the vast major¬ 
ity of states (37 of 44 states for 
which data are available) plan 
to spend less on services in 2012 
than they spent in 2008 - in some 
cases, much less. 

These cuts will slow the nation’s 
economic recovery and under¬ 
mine efforts to create jobs over 
the next year.” 

We risk the creation of an en¬ 
gorged generational under¬ 
class born of a culture that has 
less income equality and fewer 
prospects for mobility than the 
previous generation. 

It’s hard to see how we emerge 
from this downturn and its tumult 
a stronger nation if we allow 
vast swatches of our children to 
be lost. My fear is that we may 
not. □ 
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Hot chemotherapy bath: ailing see hope, critics hold doubts

SAN DIEGO - This is cancer 
therapy at its most aggres¬ 
sive, a treatment patients 
liken to being filleted, dis¬ 
emboweled and then 
bathed in hot poison. 

The therapy, which couples 
extensive abdominal sur¬ 
gery with blasts of heated 
chemotherapy to the ab¬ 
dominal cavity and its or¬ 
gans, was once a niche 
procedure used mainly 
against rare cancers of the 
appendix. 

Most academic medical 
centers shunned it. 

More recently, as competi¬ 
tion for patients and treat¬ 
ments intensifies, an in¬ 
creasing number of the na¬ 
tion's leading medical cen¬ 
ters have been offering the 
costly - and controversial - 
therapy to patients with the 
more common colorectal 
or ovarian cancers. And 
some hospitals are even 
publicizing the treatment 
as a hot “chemo bath." 

To critics, the therapy is 
merely the latest example 
of one that catches on with 
little evidence that it really 
works. 

“We’re practicing this tech¬ 
nique that has almost no 
basis in science,” said Dr. 
David P. Ryan, clinical di¬ 


rector of the Massachusetts 
General Hospital Cancer 
Center. 

But to some patients, the 
procedure, however gruel¬ 
ing and invasive, represents 
their best hope for survival: 
“It's throwing everything 
but the kitchen sink at can¬ 
cer," said Gloria Borges, 
a 29-year-old Los Angeles 
lawyer who had her colon 
cancer treated with what 
she called the “pick it out, 
pour it in” procedure. 

For hours on a recent morn¬ 
ing at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, San Diego, Dr. An¬ 
drew Lowy painstakingly 
performed the therapy on 
a patient. After slicing the 
man’s belly wide open, 
he thrust his gloved hands 
deep inside, and examined 
various organs, looking for 
tumors. He then lifted the 
small intestine out of the 
body to sift it through his fin¬ 
gers. 

As he found tumors, he 
snipped them out. “You 
can see how this is coming 
off like wallpaper," Lowy 
said as he stripped out part 
of the lining of the man’s 
abdominal cavity. 

After about two hours of 
poking and cutting, Lowy 
began the so-called shake 
and bake. The machine 
pumped heated chemo¬ 
therapy directly into the 



abdominal cavity for 90 
minutes while nurses gently 
jiggled the man’s bloated 
belly to disperse the drug 
to every nook and cranny. 
The treatment is formally 
called cytoreductive sur¬ 
gery followed by hyper¬ 
thermic intraperitoneal 
chemotherapy, or HIPEC. 
Recent converts include 
University Hospitals Case 
Medical Center in Cleve¬ 
land, Montefiore Medical 
Center in the Bronx, and 
even Massachusetts Gen¬ 
eral. The Memorial Sloan- 
Kettering Cancer Center is 
looking at it, according to 
people in the field. Advo¬ 
cates predict that the num¬ 
ber of procedures could 
grow to 10,000 a year from 
about 1,500 now. 

The therapy has even been 
featured on an episode of 
the TV series “Grey’s Anat¬ 
omy.” 

But Ryan, a gastrointestinal 
oncologist, suggested in an 
interview that the proce¬ 
dure was being extended 
to colorectal cancer be¬ 
cause “you can't make a 
living doing this procedure 
in appendix cancer pa¬ 
tients.” 

He debated the proce¬ 
dure publicly at the recent 
annual meeting of the 
American Society of Clini¬ 
cal Oncology. While some 
patients did seem to live 
much longer than expect¬ 
ed, he said that they had 
been carefully selected 
and might have fared well 
even without the therapy. 
Proponents say that if can¬ 
cer has spread into the 
abdominal cavity but not 
elsewhere, then lives can 
be prolonged by remov¬ 
ing all the visible tumor and 
killing what's missed with 
HIPEC. 

By contrast, said Dr. Paul 


Sugarbaker, a surgeon at 
Washington Hospital Cen¬ 
ter and the leading propo¬ 
nent of HIPEC, “there are 
no long-term survivors with 
systemic chemotherapy - 
zero.” 

Sugarbaker, who opposed 
Ryan in the debate, said 
that it has long been known 
that cancerous cells are un¬ 
able to withstand as much 
heat as healthy cells. And 
putting the chemotherapy 
on top of tumors should be 
more effective than system¬ 
atically delivering it through 
the bloodstream. 

One randomized trial done 
more than a decade ago 
involving 105 patients in 
the Netherlands did show a 
striking benefit. The median 
survival of those getting 
surgery and HIPEC, plus in¬ 
travenous chemotherapy, 
was 22.3 months, almost 
double the 12.6 months for 
those getting only the intra¬ 
venous chemotherapy. But 
8 percent who got the sur¬ 
gery and HIPEC died from 
the treatment itself. And 
critics say that since that 
trial was conducted, new 
drugs have come to mar¬ 
ket that allow patients with 
metastatic colorectal can¬ 
cer to live two years with 
intravenous chemotherapy 
alone. 

A new trial in U.S. has been 


temporarily suspended so 
that researchers can find 
a way to recruit patients. 
After nearly a year only 
one patient had enrolled, 
because people were re¬ 
luctant to chance winding 
up in the control group, ac¬ 
cording to one of the inves¬ 
tigators. 

While proponents con¬ 
tend that the risk of dying 
from the surgery has been 
reduced since the Dutch 
trial, the procedure still lasts 
eight hours or more and full 
recovery can take three to 
six months. “It’s maximally 
invasive,” said Sugarbaker, 
who often removes the 
“spare parts” - organs a 
patient can live without, like 
the spleen, the gall blad¬ 
der, the omentum, the ova¬ 
ries, the uterus and maybe 
part of the colon. 

The cost of the surgery and 
HIPEC, including hospital¬ 
ization, ranges from $20,000 
to more than $100,000, 
doctors said. While Medi¬ 
care and insurers gener¬ 
ally pay for the operation, 
the heated treatment may 
not be covered. But doc¬ 
tors added it may be if it is 
described merely as che¬ 
motherapy. Some patients, 
like Borges, who is a fitness 
devotee, recover well and 
say the procedure staved 
off a death sentence. □ 
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
